Bar Harbor, August 7.--At Mead’s 
Ferry, eight miles distant, 20 peopic 
were drowned and 14 injured.

A FEARFUL ACCIDENT

Bridgeport, Conn,, August  7.—The 
most frightful catastrophe recorded 
in Connecticut for nea 
tuty occurred shortiy 
yesterday afternoon on the Stratford 
extension of the Sheiton Street 
Railway company when a loaded car 
went off ine trestic over the Peck 
mili pond at Oronoque, about six 
miles north of Bridgeport, and sunk 
in the flate 45 feet below. Thus far 
36 people are known to be dead and 
soveral more injured. Only two 
persons are known to have escaped 
junhermed. It ts believed that —-re 
‘were 43 passengers on the car, but 
}the indicator was removed by a con- 
ductor, 30 tha. at present it is im- 
possible to state accurately the num- 
ber aboard. The scene of the ac- 
cident is midway between | Shelton 
and Briageport. The car was north 
bound running towards Shelton. it 
was in charge of Conductor Johu 
Carroll, of Bridgeport, who was among 
the drowned, and Motorman  Hamil- 
ton, GL ornigepori, who egcaped by 
jumping. The tresila is 440 feet 
long and made of iron with stone 
oundecions and which is not protected 
by any guard rails.

Ouawa, August /.—Ful) returns of 
the revenue and expenditure for the 
financial year ending June 30 have 
not yet been all accounted for, but 
they will be in a very few days when 
it will be shown that the surplus for 
the year will be considerably larger 
than Minister Fielding predicted [in 
the wudget speech. From figures al- 
ready to hand it is plain that there 
will be an excess of revenue over ex- 
penditure of over $5,000,000. During 
the month of July revenue to the ex- 
tent of $1,36.,811 which was stunding 
for the past fiscal year had been re- 
ceived, while there is an expenditure 
of $5,530,000 which is made on pay- 
ment of accounts for’ the same period 
There is about half a miilion dollars 
of revenue to wand from the Klondike 
which has not been taken inio ar- 
cout and there are expenditures 
which have not yet reached = the 
finance department.

OLD AGE PENSIONS 


The old age pension scheme is now 
advanced one complete stage, wut iy 
rather on the road to interment thin 
to realization. The select committe: 
of the house of commons has agroed 
on & report which even the stoutest 
supporters of the ;!ea, headed by Wl- 
onial Secretary Chamberlain, recog- 
nize as impre.‘icable. Briefly, the 
committee’s scheme ‘awards from five 
to seven shillings weekly to deserving 
poor. “Deserving” seems to be in- 
terpreted to include those who have 
not received parish relief, and ‘poor’ 
includes all those not possessing an 
income of 10 shillinge weekly. ‘the 
recipients must be 65 years old and 
British subjects. The committee 
suggests that costs fall half on tac 
local rates and haif on the national 
exchequer. It does not estimate. the 
probable sum needed, but ouside ex- 
berts say tnat £20,000,000 annually 
will be needed. Even assuming tha‘ 
£10,0.0,000 will be sufficient, Th: 
Spectator comments on the “public 
evils of raising the money” as far 
greater than tne evils sought vo be 
remedied. Tne report, in fact, is co.- 
sidered to indefinitely postpone th> 
realization of the scheme.
